“ highly utilitarian in character,” with “ a 
decided educational and psychological val­ 
ue” and a concept that was “new and in­ 
ventive.” But the court of last resort last 
D ecember clamped down on extension of 
the patent law’s protection to gadgets that 
“ added nothing to the total stock of know­ 
ledge.” 
Because a device or article happens to 
be new and useful does not m ake it patent­ 
able, the court said. In short, if the device, 
however cleverly contrived, merely makes 
use of already known ideas, it may not be 
protected from imitation by others. 
Having thus given a new test of inven­ 
tion as distinguished from simple m echan­ 
ical skill in application to so-called gad­ 
gets, the Supreme Court 
rules 
that 
the 
pig’s inventor has no exclusive claim to the 
developm ent of a clever idea and therefore 
no legal recourse against an alleged in­ 
fringer. 
Under the Supreme Court's interpreta­ 
tion of the patent laws, most of the patents 
currently in effect would seem to be invalid. 


THE OLYMPIC GAMES 
U P TO NOW the Soviet government has 
not claimed that Russia i n v e n t e d the 
Olympic G am es, an oversight the Kremlin 
should be able to rectify before its athletes 
take off for Helsinki in July of 1952. Mos­ 
cow has decided to compete for the first 
time and, strong 
in 
winter 
sports 
and 
heavy field events, is expected to make an 
excellent showing. 
Pravda reports a movement in Finland 
to make the 1952 Olympiad a festival of 
peace as well as a festival of sport. This is 
a hopeful note, and Russia’s participation 
in both would be welcomed bv the world— 
if the world could he sure Russia’s partici­ 
pation didn t mean merely the Kremlin 
isn’t yet ready for the main event. 
However it is, the chances are that real­ 
ists will not succumb this time to the illus­ 
ion that the Olympic sprint lanes lead only 
to international understanding and peace. 
Too m any rem em ber the 1936 Olympics in 
Germany, and how their reservoir of good 
will engulfed the world three years later. 


Perhaps after the next election it will be 
revealed why President Trum an ordered 
the Army to w ar in Korea if he didn’t want 
it to stir up the enemy. 


I read this in the British magazine 
Twentieth C entury:” 
“ On April 19. 1853, the London correspon­ 
dent of the New York Tribune 
(now the 
Herald Tribune) had 
this to say 
about 
Russian expansion in Europe: 


“ ‘Thanks to the ignorance, lethargy, in­ 
consequence and cowardice of the occiden­ 
tal governments, Russia has in all essen- 


j tials attained its aims, one after the other, 
iSince Peter the Great, the Russian frontier 
has advanced by seven hundred miles in 
the direction of Berlin, Dresden and Vien­ 
na; it has moved some five hundred miles 
[closer to Constantinople, some six hund- 
i red and thirty miles closer to Stockholm, 
about a thousand miles closer to Teheran.” 


The writer of this quotation was none 
other than Karl Marx. He could not have 
known, in 1853, that his ideas would be 
seeded down in Russia in 1917 and that his 
principal disciples would regard that coun­ 
try as their motherland. 


Earlier, Marx had warned: 
j 
“ (Under certain circumstances) it would 
turn out that Russia's natural frontier runs 
from Danzig or Stettin to Trieste. And as 
sure as one annexation follows another, the 
conquest of Turkey by Russia would only 
be the prelude to the annexation of Hung­ 
ary. Prussia, Galicia, and to the realization 
of that Slav empire of which certain fanati­ 
cal Pan-Slav philosophers are dreaming. . . 
Once in possession of Turkev, 
Russia’s 
power is increased by half and overtops 
that of ail the rest of Europe combined. 
That would be an indescribable disaster. . . 
The maintenance of Turkish independence, 
and the prevention of Russia’s plans of an­ 
nexation should the Ottoman empire dis­ 
solve after all, are m atters of the highest 
importance. In this the interests of revolu­ 
tio n a ry democracy and those of England 
coincide. . . .” 
It is interesting to compare these state­ 
ments with that of Dean Acheson dated 
Feb. 23, 1951, to Clarence E. Moullette, in 
which he says: 
‘‘However, as it became clear that the 
rulers of the Soviet Union not only were 
not interested in cooperating with us, but 
were challenging the survival of our free 
J institutions, and the independence of all 
nations, we have been obliged to build up 
our strength again, all of us.” 
I 
Recently, in a conversation concerning 
Dean Acheson, I m ade the point that he 
hacks historical imagination, which is the 
essence of statesmanship. Such minds as 
Talleyrand and Disraeli could see ahead 
and yet they were restrained by profound 
knowledge of history. 
I 
Stalin, at Yalta, laid out a future for E ur­ 
ope and Asia beneficial to his country and 
I his ideals of life, with the broadest strokes. 
Roosevelt, Hopkins and Hiss could only 
deal with the m atters in hand. As import­ 
ant as such m atters have seemed to be, 
they had to be fitted into the framework of 
,our own tradition and history. This they 
did not do and, therefore, brought upon 
us our present miseries. 
For, to paraphrase 
M arx’s 
statement 
above: Once in possession of China, Rus­ 
sia's power is tripled and overtops all the 
nations of the world combined. 
Had the United States possessed one 
statesm an in power in 1945. he would have 
appraised this situation 
clearly. There 
were many fine minds, out of power, who 
did, in 1945, appraise this situation correct­ 
ly.
